Doubtless  in  a  large  number  of  cases  importers  and  manufacturers 
have  taken  steps  to  inform  themselves  on  these  points,  but, 
from  cases  which  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch,  it  is  believed  that  in  some  instances  it  has  not 
proved  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  and  it  is 
thought  that  in  such  cases  the  Branch  may  be  able  to  render  some 
assistance  by  placing  manufacturers  and  buyers  in  communication 
with  one  another. 


Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  applications  have  been  received  in  the

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UNITED  KINGDOM  TRADE  WITH  CANADA. 

Visit  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  to  the  Provinces. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  that  has  been  established  for 
H.M.  Trade  Oimniissioners  in  the  Hritish  Self-Governing  Dominions 
to  visit  the  United  Kingdom  oflicially  fivm  time  to  time,  so  that 
manufacturers  and  merchants  may  h.ave  the  opportunity  of  consulting 
them  on  any  matters  connected  with  their  business,  or  of  obtaining 
information  as  to  the  possibilities  of  extending  their  trade,  H.M. 
Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  (Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Wickes)  is  now  in 
this  country,  and  has  already  interviewed  (by  appointment)  i-epresenta- 
tives  of  a  large  number  of  firms  who  expressed  a  desire  to  see  him  in 
Ijondon,  both  at  the  offices  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Hranch  of 
the  Hoard  of  'J'rade  and  also  at  the  Ix)ndon  (’liamber  of  Commerce. 
He  is  now  visiting  those  trade  and  industrial  centres  in  the 
provinces  which  it  has  l>een  deemed  most  advantageous  to  visit 
in  view  of  applications  that  have  lieen  received  from  firms  in 
or  near  those  centres,  and  from  Chambers  of  Commerce.  The 
itinerary  of  the  first  part  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner’s  tour,  for 
which  arrangements  have  now  been  completed,  includes  Stoke-on- 
Trent,  Hirmingham,  Walsall,  Wolverhampton,  Kidderminster, 
Coventry,  lieioester,  Derby  and  Nottingham. 

H.M.  'J'rade  Commissioner’s  visit  is  )»articularly  opportune  at  the 
present  time,  when  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  are  attempting 
to  capture  trade  hitherto  done  by  German  firms  in  Canada,  and  a  very 
large  numl^r  of  firms  in  the  ])rovinces  have  expressed  the  wish 
to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  consult  him.  Among  the 
matters  in  Canada  in  regard  to  which  he  is  prepai*ed  to  give  information 
and  advice  are  the  appointment  of  agents,  methods  of  marketing  and 
distribution,  terms  of  payment,  names  of  probable  buyers  of  Hritish 
goods,  statistics  of  imports,  and  rates  of  Customs  duties. 

It  may  be  stated  that  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioners  is  to  report  to  the  Hoard  of  Trade  promptly,  and  if 
jx>88ible  in  advance,  any  op|X)rtunities  w'hich  may  arise  in  the 
Dominions  in  the  form  of  contracts  open  to  tender,  or  in  any  other 
way  for  the  development  of  Hritish  trade.  The  Commissioners  also 
re}X)rt  to  the  lk)ard  ]>eriodicaIl3’  on  the  nature  and  extent  of  foreign 
com|>etition  and  other  matters  of  commercial  interest,  including 
changes  in  Customs  duties  and  regulations,  financial  and  trade 
conditions,  changes  in  regard  to  means  of  tran8j>ort,  and  legislation 
affecting  trade  and  commerce;  and  thej’  furnish  period  icalh’^  classified 
lists  of  importers  and  buyers  in  the  Dominions.  Much  of  the  infor¬ 
mation  so  furnit-hed  is  jmblished  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Hranch  in  the  “  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal,”  some  is  communicated  to 
Chaml^ers  of  Commerce  likelj’  to  be  S}>eciall3’  interested  and  to  those 
United  Kingdom  firms  whose  names  are  inscribed  in  the  S|>eciat 
Register  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Hranch  (see  notice  oni 
p.  2(19).  and  some — e.g.,  lists  of  names  of  traders  at  particular  places, 
detailed  Customs  regulations  affecting  particular  matters,  and  similar 
information — is  filed  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Hranch  for  the 
inforniation  of  firms  and  ]>ersons  interested  who  may  apph’,  either 
l^ersonally  or  by  letter. 

The  Trade  tkimmissioners  also  reply  to  enquiries  which  may  be 
addressed  to  them  by  British  manufacturers  and  merchanta,  but  it  is 
generally  desirable  that  enquiries  should  be  made  first  of  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Hranch,  which  is  often  in  possession  of  the' 
information  sought,  and  is  thus  in  a  position  to  save  enquirers  much 
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BllITISfl  INDUSTRIES  FAIR. 

As  a  complement  to  the  series  of  Exchange  Meetings  which  have 
been  organised  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  last  few  months,  at 
which  samples  of  German  and  Austrian  goods  have  been  exhibited 
with  a  view  to  finding  British  manulacturers  prepared  to  make  goods 
to  compete,  a  display  of  samples  of  British  goods  in  a  numl)er  of  tho 
trades  in  connection  with  which  the  Exchange  Meetings  have  been 
held  is  now  being  organised.  This  display  is  intended  to  reproduce 
the  main  features  of  the  well-known  fjeipzig  Fair.  It  will  be  held 
at  the  Ro3’al  Agricultural  Hall,  lx)ndon,  from  10th  to  2l8t  May, 
and  will  be  styled  “The  British  Industries  Fair.”  Only  British 
manufacturing  firms  will  be  permitted  to  exhibit.  No  exhibitor  may 
exhibit  articles  other  than  those  of  his  own  manufacture  and  included

EXHIBITION  OF  SAMPLES  OF  GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN 
HAND  AND  EDGE  TOOLS. 

Exchange  Meetings  of  Manufacturers  and  Buyers. 

An  Exchange  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  (Foreign  Samples  Section),  32,  Cheapside,  E.C.,  on  Thursday 
and  Friday,  15th  and  IGth  April,  in  connection  with  trade  in  hand 
and  edge  tools,  and  was  visited  by  a  very  considerable  number  of  manu¬ 
facturers  and  buyers.  The  number  of  samples  shown  was  1,194  and 
the  range  was  generally  considered  to  be  very  cbniprehensive  of  the 
class  of  goods  exported  by  German  and  Austrian  firms.  The  interest 
displayed  by  both  buyers  and  manufacturers  was  particularly  keen, 
and  numerous  business  transactions  were  concluded  during  the 
meeting.  The  samples  of  most  interest  to  manufacturers  were  spades 
and  hoes,  saws,  hammers,  sheep  shears,  tool  sets  and  pliers,  &c.,  and 
it  would  appear  that  all  the  foregoing,  with  the  possib'e  exception  of 
tool  sets  and  pliers,  can  be  produced  at  competitive  prices. 

Previous  Exchange  Meetings  have  dealt  with  (1)  toys,  (2)  earthen¬ 
ware,  china  and  glassware,  (3)  fancy  goods,  (4)  electro- plate,  cutlery 
and  clocks,  (5)  household  utensils  of  metal  and  wood,  including 
brushes,  (6)  jewellery  and  haberdasher}",  (7)  electrical  apparatus  and 
appliances,  (8)  cotton  piece  goods,  plain,  printed  and  dyed  and 
other  textiles  printed,  (9)  paper  and  stationery,  and  (10)  hardware. 

Lists  of  manufacturers  who  have  expressed  their  readiness  to 
consider  enquiries  for  the  supply  of  the  articles  specified  have  been 
prepared  as  a  result  of  these  meetings,  and  are  now  available  except 
in  the  case  of  (8).  Copies  of  these  lists  may  be  obtained  by  hood 
fide  buyers  on  application  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  either  at  73,  Basinghall  Street,  E.C.,  or  at 
32,  Cheapside,  E.C.  A  similar  list  in  respect  of  last  week’s  meeting 
is  in  course  of  preparation. 


GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN  FOREIGN  MARKETS.  ; 

Issue  of  Special  Memoranda. 

In  connection  with  the  campaign  which  the  Board  of  Trade  are 
•nndertakifig  to  assist  and  supplement  the  efforts  of  British  manu¬ 
facturers  and  merchants  to  profit  by  the  present  opportunity  for 
establishing  themselves  in  markets  previously  held  by  German  and 
‘Austrian  or  Hungarian  firms,  the  Commercnal  Intelligence  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  has  prepared  a  series  of  memoranda  giving 
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information  with  re(?ard  to  possible  developments  in  certain  important 
trades,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  by  British  firms  on  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  Any  British  manufacturer  or 
merchant  who  desires  to  be  furnished  with  information  ns  to 
openings  afiecting  his  particular  business  should  address  the 
Director  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch,  as  above,  who  will 
be  prepared  to  give  any  further  particulars  possible  respecting  names 
of  buyers,  rates  of  import  duty,  &c.,  or  to  make  special  enquiries 
through  II. M.  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Trade  Correspondents 
of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  in  the  British  Self-Governing 
Dominions,  India,  the  Colonies  and  Protectorates,  or  through  British 
Consular  Officers  in  neutral  foreign  countries. 

The  Board  of  Tj*ade  National  System  of  labour  Exchanges  have 
on  their  books,  at  the  present  time,  particulars  with  regard  to  large 
numbers  of  skilled  and  unskilled  workpeople  who  are  seeking 
employment.  Employers  desiring  workpeople  should  notify  their 
vacancies  to  the  nearest  Labour  Exchange.  • 

The  Exchanges  will  give  special  attention  to  requests  from 
employers  for  special  classes  of  workpeople  for  new  trades,  and  for 
workpeople  (men  or  women)  to  replace  temporarily  those  who  have 
taken  military  or  naval  service. 


TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 

Reports  on  (k)mmercial  Cionditioni  and  Trade  Openings. 

In  connection  with  the  scheme  which  the  Board  of  Trade  have 
initiated  for  assisting  British  manufactureia  and  traders  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  war  for  securing  trade 
formerly  in  the  hands  of  German,  Austrian  or  Hungarian  rivals, 
the  following  information  has  been  received  from  H.M.  Consular 
Officers,  &c.,  in  addition  to  that  published  in  previous  issues  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  —

Morocco. — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  II. M. 
Agent  and  Consul-General  at  Tangier  (Mr.  II.  E.  White,  C.M.G.)  on 
the  trade  of  Morocco  in  1913,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  harvest  for  the  year  1915  promises  w’ell.  A  considerably 
larger  area  of  land  than  usual  has  been  sown,  as,  with  improved 
roads,  more  distant  districts  have  been  brought  under  cultivation. 
Should  weather  conditions  be  favourable  for  the  rest  of  the  spring 
and  the  threatened  inroad  of  locusts  be  warded  off,  there  should  be  a 
very  plentiful  grain  crop.  The  cattle  should  also  do  w'ell,  as  owing 
to  the  abnormally  heavy  rainfall  there  is  an  abundance  of  pasture. 
Trade  prospects  for  the  current  year  would  be  very  bright  were 
it  not  for  the  war,  which  cannot  but  have  a  serious  influence  on 
the  import  trade  of  Morocco,  and  even  on  the  export  ti-ade,  as  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  prohibit  the  exportation  of  certain  produce. 
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The  opening  of  railways  and  the  extension  of  roads  and  wheeled 
traffic  will  tend  to  increase  trade  by  bringing  the  districts  in  the 
interior  in  closer  touch  with  the  ports  and  by  reducing  the  cost 
of  transport,  which  in  the  case  of  grain  and  other  produce  was 
prohibitive  as  regards  the  more  distant  districts. 

German  shipping  at  Moroccan  ports  in  1913  showed  a  slight 
increase  both  in  vessels  and  tonnage  over  the  previous  3’ear,  being 
represented  by  296  vessels  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  393,723  tons¬ 
il. M.  Consul-General  remarks  that  it  is  to  be  hoj)ed  that  British 
shipowners  will  take  advantage  of  the  present  disappearance  of  German 
vessels  from  the  seas  to  increase  the  number  of  British  steamers  to  the 
Moroccan  coast.  Their  Dutch  rivals  have  not  been  slow  to  seize  the 
opportunity,  and  arrangements  have  already  been  completed  bj'  the 
Kojal  Netherland  Steamship  Company  for  sending  its  vessels  at 
regular  intervals  to  the  Moorish  ports.  Dutch  shipping  companies 
have  shown  great  enterprise  during  the  last  few  years,  for,  whereas 
their  flag  was  formerly  rarely  seen  in  Moorish  waters,  the)'  now  occupy 
the  fifth  place  in  the  table  of  shipping.  (a.k.  16.)

Peru  (Iquitos). — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by 
II. M.  Consul  at  Iquitos  (Mr.  V.  II.  Uuckin)  on  the  trade  of  that 
district  in  1914,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

No  statistics  as  to  the  weights  or  valuejs  of  imports  into  Iquitos 
are  obtainable,  but  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  packages  im¬ 
ported  amounted  to  only  98.521  in  1914,  as  compared  with  209,674 
in  1913  and  263,439  in  1912,  affords  striking  evidence  of  the 
restriction  of  business  during  last  year,  even  when  allowance  is 
made  for  the  fact  that  a  considerable  cargo  was  expected  in 
January,  1915.  The  diminution  covers  practically  all  classes  of 
imports  and  all  ports  of  shipment,  but  New  York  was  less  affected 
than  were  European  ports,  mainly  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the 
only  vessel  which  has  reached  Iquitos  from  abroad  since  the 
beginning  of  August  was  largely'  laden  with  food-stuffs  from  the 
United  States. 

Although  statistics  based  on  the  number  of  items  landed  are  less 
satisfactory  than  would  be  the  case  were  weights  and  values  given, 
it  may  be  noted  that  the  number  of  packages  containing  food-stuff's 
and  liquoiB  amounted  in  1913  to  61  per  cent.,  and  in  1914  to  66  per 
cent,  of  the  total,  while  if  such  articles  of  prime  necessity  as  soap, 
candles  and  kerosene  l)e  added,  the  proportion  for  1914  is  increas^ 
to  no  less  than  86  per  cent.  These  figures  sufficiently  indicate  the 
limitations  of  the  Iquitos  market  as  a  field  for  the  foreign  manu¬ 
facturer. 

Cotton  yo(xh  are  mostly  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
German  competition  in  this  line  having  been  contined  to  some  cheap 
imitations  of  British  manufactures,  imported  by  German  merchants 
resident  in  Iquitos,  and  to  some  cheap  coloured  drills  imitating  the 
Italian.  The  United  States,  however,  have  been  successful  in  certain 
lines. 
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There  is  practically  no  importation  of  icooUens,  the  climate  being 
too  hot  for  a  market  to  exist  for  such  goods.  Mtvcerised  (joods,  miuslins 
and  'fiOfflinn  come  chiefly  from  the  United  Kingdom,  though  a  small 
ijuantity  is  imported  from  France,  chiefly  by  French  and  Alsatian 
merchants.  France  also  supplies  the  Iquitos  market  with  perfumery. 

Within  the  last  few  years  the  United  Kingdom  has  lost  the 
market  in  hoots  and  shoes,  which  has  been  captured  to  a  considerable 
extent  by  American  agents.  (4ermany  also  appears  as  a  competitor 
with  a  very  cheap  line  of  goods,  one  case  having  come  to  the  notice 
of  His  Majesty’s  Consulate  where  the  price  was  as  low  as  70  marks 
(about  £3  9s.)  per  dozen.  Some  business  has  also  been  done  by 
Austria-Hungary  in  Ladies’  favcy  hoots.  Nails  have  been  imported 
chiefly  from  lielgium,  which  has  also  been  a  competitor  of  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  supply  of  candles.  Hollow  ivare  was  almost  entirely 
imported  from  Germany,  the  German  ware  being  lighter  and  much 
cheaper  than  the  Hritish,  and  the  difference  in  price  as  much  as 
.‘fO  to  40  per  cent.  The  German  class  of  article  is  similar  to  that 
exported  to  other  South  American  countries.  The  most  notable 
change  in  the  origin  of  imports  during  the  first  half  of  1914  was 
perhaps  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of  hardware  brought  from 
Germany,  chiefly  due  to  the  efforts  of  resident  agents  of  German 
nationality,  who  received  some  good  samples  and  pushed  them 
energetically. 

•  iSuyyesfioyis  to  traders. — The  remarks  made  in  11. M.  Consul’s  last 
report  relative  to  the  danger  of  merchants  entering  the  Iquitos 
market  without  previous  knowledge  of  it,  now’  obviously  apply  with 
even  more  force,  since  the  risks  are  greater  and  the  prospective 
profits  less  than  w’as  the  case  twelve  months  earlier.  Nevertheless,  in 
view'  of  the  changed  conditions  due  to  the  war,  the  following  remarks 
are  added  for  the  guidance  of  merchants  desiring  to  obtain  a  hold  on 
the  Iquitos  market,  in  the  hope  of  trade  subsequently  reviving. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  most  of  the  largest  firms  in  Iquitos 
are  closely  connected  w’ith  Europe.an  houses ;  and  such  firms  order 
almost  all  the  goods  they  require  through  their  European  house  or 
some  agent  or  correspondent  of  the  latter.  In  fact,  an  analysis  of  the 
manifests  of  incoming  cargoes  w’onld  probably  show  that  a  very  high 
proportion  of  the  goods  imported  is  sent  out  by  quite  a  small  group 
of  shippers  in  each  country  ;  and  it  is  generally  left  to  these  shipping 
firms  to  obtain  the  goods  from  any  manufacturer  they  please  w’ho 
can  comply  w'ith  the  requirements  of  the  case.  It  would,  therefore, 
seem  that  British  manufacturers  could  do  far  more  by  getting  into 
touch  W'ith  the  London  and  Liverpool  agents*  of  the  principal  Iquitos 
firms  than  by  writing  direct  to  Iquitos  or  by  sending  catalogues, 
which  in  many  cases  are  probably  not  looked  at, 

•  In  some  cases,  no  doubt,  a  market  for  an  article  can  be  worked  up 
by  a  good  local  agent,  but  even  then  quite  as  much  could  probably  be 
done  by  interesting  the  British  agent  as  by  treating  with  the  Iquitos 
firm.  In  any  event,  it  is  of  very  little  use  at  present  trying  to  intro¬ 
duce  new  specialities  to  the  Iquitos  market,  unless  they  are  of  a 
nature  likely  to  appeal  to  a  wide  section  of  the  community. 

•  Names  can  be  obtaine<l  on  application  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of 

the  lk)ard  of  Tr^e,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London.  E.C. 
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It  may  further  be  observed  that  much  of  the  success  of  the  United 
Kingdom’s  commercial  rivals  in  the  Iquitos  market  has  been  due  to 
easier  terms  of  credit.  The  British  manufacturer,  as  a  rule,  insists 
on  payment  against  documents,  whereas  his  German  competitor,  for 
example,  has  been  content  with  a  three  months*  acceptance.  The 
question  as  to  how  far  the  additional  business  obtained  would  be 
worth  the  extra  risk  involved,  is,  of  course,  one  for  the  judgment  of 
the  home  manufacturer ;  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  it  is  necessary 
to  emphasise  the  danger  of  entering  the  Iquitos  market  without 
previous  experience  of  it.  (A.R.  17.) 

United  States  of  America  (St.  Louis). — ^'I’he  Acting  British  Consul 
at  St.  Louis  (Mr.  W.  K.  Small)  has  forwarded  an  extract  from  the 
local  press  which  points  out  that  St.  Louis  has  been  a  heavy 
purchaser  of  German  goods,  and  products  to  the  value  of  more  than 
2,000,000  dols,  (about  i;‘4 10,000)  will  be  cut  off  from  that  city  if  the  em¬ 
bargo  declared  by  the  Allies  on  exports  from  Germany  is  enforced  fora 
year.  Before  the  war,  consignments  passing  through  the  office  of  the 
Collector  of  Customs  averaged  close  on  200,000  dols.  worth  of  goods 
per  month  ;  directly  following  the  outbreak  of  the  war  they  dropped 
to  about  one-eighth  of  that  amount.  By  January  the  situation  had 
so  far  adjusted  itself  that  goods  valued  at  165,535  dols.  were  received. 
In  February,  however,  the  amount  dropped  to  77,420  dols. 

Of  the  principal  dutiable  goods  received  at  the  St.  Louis 
Customs  House,  Germany  sends  all  the  cotton  hose,  two-thirds  of  the 
chemicals  and  drugs,  and  one-half  of  the  china,  glass,  and  earthenware, 
cutlery,  cotton  goods,  leather  manufactures,  metal  goods,  paper  manu- 
iactures,  hats,  trimmings,  feathers  and  art  flowers. 

The  extent  to  w’hich  hardship  will  be  caused  locally  by  the  scarcity 
of  goods  and  consequent  high  prices  will  depend  upon  the  amount  of 
accumulated  stocks  in  the  country.  In  some  lines  there  is  even  now 
a  great  scarcity ;  in  others  considerable  stocks  are  available.

MORATORIUM  LAWS  AND  OTHER  FINANCIAL 
MEASURES  ABROAD. 

Canada  (Ontario). 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  138  of  last  week’s  issue  of  the 
•‘Board  of  Trade  Journal”  relative  to  a  Moratorium  Bill  recently 
passed  by  the  Ontario  liCgislature,  it  is  notified  that  a  copy  of  this 
measure  has  now  been  received  from  the  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent 
at  Toronto  (Mr.  F.  W.  Field),  and  may  be  consulted  bj’^  Uiiited 
Kingdom  firms  interested  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  73,  Baeinghall  Street,  Ixmdon,  EC. 

(C.I.B.  21,241.) 

France  and  Algeria. 

W’ith  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  597  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  4th  March  and  to  previous  notices  relative  to  financial 
measures  in  France,  it  is  notified  that  the  “Journal  Officiel  ”  (Paris) 
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of  16fh  April  publishes  a  Decree,  dated  15th  Aj)ril,  prolonging  for  a 
further  period  of  90  days  the  Moratorium  on  negotiable  securities 
originally  proclaimed  on  29th  August,  191 1,  The  benefits  of  this 
Decree  are  granted  to  negotiable  secuiities  which  come  to  maturity 
before  1st  August  next,  provided  they  were  endorsed  before  tth 
August,  19H. 

A  new'  provision  is  now  inserted  providing  that  the  bearer  of  a  bill 
prolonged  by  the  Moratorium  must,  before  31st  May  next,  advise  the 
debtor  that  he  holds  the  bill  and  that  payment  can  be  made  to  him. 
8hould  the  bearer  fail  to  make  this  notification  then  the  5  per  cent, 
interest  allowed  under  the  Moratorium  will  ce.ase  to  accrue  to  him 
from  Slst  May.  in  the  case  of  bills  falling  due  after  30th  April  this 
action  must  be  taken  within  one  month  of  the  original  date  of 
maturity. 

The  provisions  of  the  Decrees  of  29th  August,  27th  September, 
27th  October  and  15th  December,  19M,  and  25th  February,  1915,  are 
maintained  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  contrary  to  the  present  Deciee, 
which  also  applies  to  Algeria. 

The  text  ot  the  Decree  (in  French)  may  be  consulted  by  United 
Kingdom  firms  interested  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of 
the  Boaid  of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  F.C. 

In  submitting  the  above-mentioned  Di'cree  to  the  President  of  the 
liepublic  the  Ministers  report  that  the  improvement  in  the  economic 
condition  of  the  country  continues  to  strengthen,  and  in  many  cases 
debtors  are  ceasing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Moratorium.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  parts  of  France  are  still  in  the  enemy’s  hands, 
and  also  be.arfng  in  mind  the  feeling  shown  in  certain  proposals 
submitted  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  the  reports  thereon  by 
the  committees  of  examination,  it  is  considered  desirable  to  prolong 
the  Moratorium  for  a  further  period. 

Debtors  are,  however,  warned  that  they  must  take  the  necessary 
steps  in  view  of  the  probability  of  a  considerable  modification  of  the 
Moratorium,  and  it  is  in  order  to  assist  them  in  this  that  the  above- 
mentioned  clause  has  been  inserted  compelling  holders  of  bills  to 
irommunicate  with  the  debtors. 


Italy. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  29  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  7th  January  last,  and  to  previous  notices  relative  to  the 
Moratorium  in  Italy,  il.M.  Embassy  in  Borne  reports  that  a  Royal 
Decree,  dated  28th  March,  has  been  published  in  the  “  Gazzetta 
Ufficiale  ”  (Rome)  of  that  date  prolonging  the  existing  moratoria 
until  30th  June,  next. 

The  “  Gazzetta”  containing  the  text  of  this  Decree  (in  Italian)  may

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Managua  (Mr.  A.  J.  Martin)  has 
forwarded  a  copy  of  a  Law  authorising  the  prolongation,  un¬ 
conditionally  to  20th  August  and  thereafter  conditionally,  of  the 
Moratoritim  in  Nicaragua  (see  p.  413  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  12th  November  last),  and  writes  that,  after  20th  August, 
the  conditional  Moratorium  will  continue  to  exist  whilst  the  European 
war  lasts,  and  so  long  as  the  National  Bank  of  Nicaragua  does 
not  sell  bills  of  exchange  on  New  York  for  cordobas  at  par.

PROHIBITED  EXPORTS. 
Alterations  and  Additions  to  List. 


At  the  Council  Chamber,  Whitehall,  the  Ibth  day  of  April,  1915. 

By  the  Lords  of  HIS  MAJESTY’S  Most  Honourable 
Privy  Council. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exporta¬ 
tion  Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  or  Order  in 
Council  made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland 
Revenue  Act,  1879,  as  amended  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  may, 
whilst  a  state  of  war  exists,  be  varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order 
made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Trade: 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Ex¬ 
portation  Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  made 
under  Section  one  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  may. 
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whether  the  Proclamutiou  was  made  before  or  after  the  passing 
of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  be  varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order 
made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Trade: 

And  whereas  by  a  Proclamation,  dated  the  3rd  day  of  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1015,  and  made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland 
Revenue  Act,  1879,  and  Section  one  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms 
Act,  1900,  and  Section  one  of  the  Customs  (Exportation  Pro¬ 
hibition)  Act,  1914,  the  exportation  from  the  United  Kingdom 
of  certain  Warlike  Stores  was  prohibited: 

And  whereas  by  Orders  of  Council,  dated  respectively  the  2nd 
day  of  March,  1915,  and  the  18th  day  of  March,  1915,  the  said 
Proclamation  was  amended  and  added  to  in  certain  particulars:, 

And  whereas  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  recom¬ 
mendation  from  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the  following  effect:  — 

That  the  Proclamation,  dated  the  3rd  day  of  February, 
1915,  as  amended  and  added  to  by  the  Orders  of  Council, 
dated  respectively  the  2ud  day  of  March,  1915,  and  the 
18th  day  of  March,  1915,  should  be  further  amended  by 
making  the  following  amendments  in  and  additions  to 
the  same :  —  ^ 

(1)  That  the  heading  “Oil,  mineral  lubricating  (in¬ 
cluding  mineral  lubricating  grease  and  lubricating 
oil  composed  of  mineral  and  other  oils)  “  in  the 
list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited 
to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than  British  Pos¬ 
sessions  and  Protectorates  should  be  deleted,  and 
there  should  be  substituted  therefor  the  heading 
“  Lubricants.” 

(2)  That  the  heading  “Oil,  whale,  namely  train, 
blubber,  sperm  or  head  matter,  and  seal  oil,  shark 
oil  and  Japan  hsh  oil,”  in  the  list  of  goods  the 
exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destina¬ 
tions  abroad  other  than  British  Possessions  and 
Protectorates  should  be  deleted,  and  there  should 
be  substituted  therefor  the  heading  “Oil,  whale 
(train,  blubber,  sperm),  seal  oil,  shark  oil,  fish  oil 
generally,  and  mixture  or  compounds  of  any  of  the 
foregoing.” 

(3)  That  the  following  article  should  be  added  to  the 
list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  nro- 
hibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  tnan 
British  Possessions  and  Protectorates:  — 

Alunite. 

(4)  That  the  following  articles  should  be  added  to  the 
list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited 
to  all  foreign  ports  in  Europe  and  on  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than  those  of  France, 
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Russia  (except  Baltic  Ports),  Spain  and  Portugal :  — 
Anthracite. 

Lacs  of  all  kinds,  including  shellac,  gum  lac, 
seed  lac,  stick  lac,  and  other  forms  of  lac, 
but  not  including  lac  dye. 

Now,  THEREFORE,  Their  Lordships,  having  taken  the  said 
recommendation  into  consideration,  are  pleased  to  order,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  same  be  approved. 

Whereof  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty’s  Customs  and 
Excise,  and  all  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern,  are  to  take 
notice  and  givern  themselves  accordingly.

REQUISITIONING  OF  SPACE  ON  BRITISH 
STEAMSHIPS. 

Carriage  of  Refrigerated  Produce. 

At  the  Court  at  Windsor  Castle,  the  Idth  day  of  April,  1915. 

Present  : 

The  KING’S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

*  Whereas  a  state  of  war  exists  between  His  Majesty  and  the 
German  Emperor,  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary, 
and  the  Sultan  of  Turkey : 

And  whereas  His  Majesty  holds  it  to  be  His  Prerogative  Duty 
as  well  as  His  Prerogative  Right  to  take  all  steps  necessary  for 
the  defence  and  protection  of  the  Realm ; 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  His  Majesty  that 
it  is  essential  to  the  defence  and  protection  of  the  Realm  tnat  in 
the  exercise  of  His  Prerogatives  as  aforesaid  He  should  cause  the 
whole  of  the  insulated  spaces  in  British  steamships  usually  en> 
gaged  in  trading  between  any  port  or  ports  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia  or  in  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  respectively, 
and  any  port  or  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  be  requisitioned 
for  the  carriage  of  refrigerated  produce  from  any  port  or  ports  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  and  in  the  Dominion  of  New 
Zealand : 

Now,  therefore.  His  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  His  Privy  Council,  and  in  the  exercise  of  His  Prerogatives  as 
aforesaid,  and  of  all  other  powers  Him  thereunto  enabling,  to 
order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  whole  of  the  insulated 
spaces  in  British  steamships  usually  engaged  in  trading  between 
any  port  or  ports  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  or  in  the 
Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  respectively,  and  any  port  or  ports 
in  the  United  Kingdom  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  until  further 
ordered,  requisitioned  by  and  on  behalf  of  His  lllajesty  for  the 
carriage  of  such  produce  from  any  port  or  ports  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Australia  and  in  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand ; 
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And  llis  Majesty  is  iuillier  jileased,  by  and  witli  Ibe  advice 
uioresaid,  to  authorise  and  direct  the  President  of  the  Board  ef 
Trade,  the  ^linister  of  'J'rade  and  Customs  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia,  and  the  Minister  of  Customs  in  the  Dominion  of 
New  Zealand,  respectively,  to  give  etiect  to  this  Order  in  the 
following  way,  that  is  to  say:  — 

(1)  That  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  shall  cause  to 
he  served  notice  of  requisition  on  the  owner  of  any  such  steam¬ 
ship  if  such  owner  he  in  the  United  Kingdom;  that  the  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Customs  in  the  Commonw’ealth  of  Australia  shall 
cause  to  be  served  notice  of  requisition  on  the  owner  of  any 
such  steamshi])  if  such  owner  he  in  the  Commonwealtli  of  Aus¬ 
tralia;  and  tliat  the  Minister  of  Customs  in  tlie  Dominion  of  New 
Zealand  shall  cause  to  he  served  notice  of  requisition  on  the 
owner  of.  auv  sucli  steamship  if  such  owner  be  in  the  Dominion 
of  New  Zealand ;  and  that  if  there  he  a  charterer  of  any  such 
steamship  that  such  charterer  shall  he  served  with  notice  of 
requisition  in  the  same  way,  according  to  whether  such  charterer 
he  in  tlie  United  Kingdom,  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  or 
the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand  : 

(2)  That  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  shall  cause  to 
be  served  notice  of  requisition  on  any  such  steamshi])  if  such 
steamship  shall  he  in  or  shall  come  into  the  territorial  waters  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  that  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Customs 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  shall  cause  to  be  served  notice 
of  requisition  on  any  such  steamship  if  such  steamship  shall  be 
in  or  shall  come  into  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia,  and  that  the  Minister  of  Customs  in  the  Dominion 
of  New  Zealand  shall  cause  to  be  served  notice  of  requisition  on 
any  such  steamship  if  such  steamship  shall  be  in  or  shall  come 
into  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  but 
that  it  shall  not  he  necessary  for  more  than  one  such  notice  of 
requisition  to  be  served  on  any  such  steamship : 

And  Ilis  Majesty  is  further  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice 
aforesaid,  to  declare  that  service  of  notice  of  requisition  on  an 
owner  shall  he  deemed  sufficient  and  effective  if  served  in  the 
case  of  an  individual  owner  bv  being  addressed  to  such  indi¬ 
vidual  owner  and  left  at  his  last-known  place  of  business  or 
abode,  and  in  the  case  of  joint  owners  by  being  addressed  to 
8\ich  joint  owners  and  left  at  the  last-known  business  addresses 
or  places  of  abode  of  such  joint  owners,  and  in  the  case  of  a 
company  or  cor]>oration  by  being  addressed  to  such  company  or 
corporation  and  left  at  the  registered  or  other  address  of  such 
company  or  corporation,  or  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  cases  by  being 
addressed  to  the  managing  owner  ship’s  husband,  or  other  the 

{>erson  to  whom  the  management  of  the  ship  is  by  law  entrusted 
)y  or  on  behalf  of  the  owners  at  the  registered  or  other  last- 
known  address  or  place  of  abode  of  such  managing  owner  ship’s 
husband,  or  other  such  person,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  ser¬ 
vice  of  notice  of  requisition  on  the  charterer  (if  any)  of  any  such 
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f-tearaship  shall  be  deemed  sufticieut  and  eft'cetive  if  eft’ected  as 
legaids  such  cJiarterer  in  manner  similar  to  that  prescribed  for 
service  on  the  owner,  and  that  service  of  notice  of  requisition 
on  any  such  steamship  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  and  elective  if 
served  on  board  such  steamship  on  the  master  of  the  steamship, 
or  other  the  person  for  the  time  being  in  charge  of  such  steam¬ 
ship,  or  by  affixing  a  copy  thereof  to  the  luast  or  some  other 
conspicuous  ])art  of  such  steamship. 

And  His  Majesty  is  further  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice 
aforesaid,  to  declare  that  any  notice  of  recjuisition  which  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Minister  of  Trade  and 
(Customs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  and  the  Minister 
of  Customs  in  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  may  respectively 
(^ause  to  be  served  hereunder,  may  be  signed  by  any  person  from 
time  to  time  authorised  for  such  purpose,  either  generally  or 
specially  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  the  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Customs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  or  the 
Minister  of  Customs  in  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  as  the  case 
may  be.

RESTRICTIONS  ON  ALIENS. 

Regulations  regarding  Passports  and  Hotel,  ftc.  Registers. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p  749  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  17th  September  last  illative  to  the  “  Aliens  Restriction 
(Consolidation)  Order,  1914,”  it  is  notified  that  a  supplement  of  the 
“  London  Gazette”  of  14th  April  publishes  the  text  of  an  Ortler-in- 
Council,  dated  13th  April,  1915,  amending  the  principal  Order.  This 
Order,  entitled  the  “  Aliens  Restriction  (Amendment)  Order,  1915,” 
deals  with  the  requirements  as  to  passports  of  alien  passengers,  and 
the  keeping  of  registers  of  aliens  by  hotel  keepers,  &c.

GOVERNMENT  CONTROL  OF  RAILWAYS. 

Alteration  in  Terms  of  Compensation. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  749  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  17th  September  last,  relative  to  compensation  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  Government  control  of  the  railways  of  Great  Britain,  it  is 
notified  that  an  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  agreement  between 
H.M.  Government  and  the  railway  companies  whose  undertakings 
have  been  taken  possession  of  under  the  Regulation  of  the  Forces 
Act,  1871. 

Under  the  original  agreement  the  sum  paid  in  compensation  to 
the  companies  concerned  was  the  sum  by  which  the  aggregate  net 
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receipts  of  their  railways  lor  the  period  during  which  the  Government 
were  in  possession  of  them  fell  short  of  the  aggregate  net  receipts  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  1913,  subject,  however,  to  a  proportionate 
reduction  if  the  net  i-eceipts  of  the  companies  for  the  first  half  of  1914 
were  less  th.an  the  net  I’eceipts  for  the  first  half  of  1913. 

It  has  now  been  agreed  tliat  this  reduction  shall  not  in  future  be 
made,  but  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  war  bonus  granted  to  railway 
employees  who  come  within  the  Railway  Conciliation  Scheme  shall  be 
borae  by  the  railway  companies,  and  not  by  the  Government. 


STATE  WAR  RISKS  INSURANCE. 

Insurance  of  Effects  of  Masters,  Officers  and  Seamen. 

The  experience  ot  the  first  month’s  working  of  the  scheme  lately 
introduced  by  the  Hoard  of  Trade  for  the  insurance  by  mastei*8,  officers 
and  seamen  of  the  Hritish  Mercantile  Marine  of  their  effects  against 
war  risks  (see  p.  602  of  the  “  Hoard  of  1'rade  Journal  ”  of  4th  March) 
has  been  very  satisfactor}’.  For  the  purpose  of  extending  more 
rapidly  the  benefits  of  the  scheme,  the  Hoard  are  now  prepared  to 
make  a  large  reduction  in  the  rates  of  premium  charged.  It  has 
accordingly  been  decided  that  the  rates  of  premium  (varying  from  28. 
to  £2,  according  to  the  rank  of  the  seaman  and  the  value  insured) 
which  have  hitherto  covered  losses  for  six  months  shall  in  future 
cover  a  period  of  a  year.  All  policies  already  issued  for  six  months 
will  be  valid  for  a  year  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Applications  for  policies  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendents 
of  Mercantile  Marine  Offices,  who  will  give  all  information  on  the 
subject.  _

EMPLOYMENT  OF  ENENH'  AGENTS  ABROAD. 

Warning  to  British  Merchants  and  Bankers. 

The  possible  consequences  of  employing  “  enemy  ”  agents  abroad 
are  illustrate*!  by  the  following  incident  whk-h  has  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Commeroial  Intelligence  Bramh  of  the  Board  of 
Tiade : — 

“  Enemy  "  agents,  holding  bills  for  their  own  Nationals  as  well  as 
for  a  British  firm,  collected  all  the  bills  as  they  matured  up  to  and 
including  one  due  15th  November,  insisting  on  the  customer  paying 
them  but  not  insisting  on  his  paying  a  bill  of  their  British  principals 
due  30th  September,  which  remained  unpaid. 

After  the  lapse  of  some  time  they  all  at  once  informed  the  customer 
that  this  bill  was  to  l>e  put  in  the  lawyer’s  hands,  the  reason  of  course 
lieing  that  the  ‘  drawer,”  tired  of  w.-iiting,  had  reijuested  action  to  be 
taken. 


1»ERMANENT  INTERNATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF 
N A \’ TG ATION  CONG RESSES. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  335  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  13th  November,  1913,  announcing  that  the  Thirteenth 
International  Navigation  Congress  would  be  held  at  Stockholm  in 
the  present  year,  the  Boanl  of  Trade  are  notified  that,  in  consequence 
of  the  War,  the  Congress,  which  it  had  liecn  intended  to  hold  in 
September,  has  Ix'en  postponed  until  a  date  to  lie  subsequently  fixed. 
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ADVERTISING  MEDIA  IN  AUSTRALIA. 

Use  of  Picture  Theatres. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  pp.  83G-7  of  the  “  Roanl  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  Ith  February  relative  to  the  use  of  the  cinematograph 
screen  for  advertising  purposes  in  Canada  and  Soutli  Africa,  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  11. M.  Trade  Commissioner  for 
Australia  (Mr.  G.  T.  Milne)  reports  that  although  a  fair  amount  of 
film  advertising  (t.e.,  moving  pictures  representing  processes  of  manu¬ 
facture,  Ac.)  is  done  in  the  various  States  of  the  Commonwealth,  yet 
as  regards  Sydney  this  method  of  advertising  is  in  its  infancy.  The 
lantern  slide  advertisement  is,  however,  extensively  used,  and  although 
its  use  is  largely  confined  to  local  firms,  nevertheless  some  of  the 
agents  of  oversea  firms  have  also  advertised  their  principals’  goods  in 
that  way.  Lantern  slide  advertisements  are  not  composite,  i.e.,  the 
screen  does  not  show  a  patchwork  of  different  advertisements,  but 
only  one  occupying  the  whole  space  in  the  screen.  For  this  the 
charge  generally  made  is  Is.  per  night  for  at  least  two  showings  ;  in 
some  of  the  larger  houses  Is.  2d.  to  la.  Id.  per  night  is  charged. 
Contracts  are  made,  as  a  rule,  for  six  months  or  a  year.  In  Sydney 
and  its  suburbs  there  are  about  100  licensed  picture  shows,  of  which 
the  average  seating  capacity  is  about  1,000  each.  'I’hreeof  the  largest 
shows  in  Sydney  are  stated  to  have  a  combined  seating  capacity  of 
over  8,000,

CERTIFICATES  OF  ORIGIN  IX)R  GOODS  EXTORTED  TO' 

RUSSIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  page  150  of  last  week’s  issue  of 
the  “  Board  of  I’rade  Journal,”  the  Board  of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt, 
through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  a  sumniary  of  the  new  regulations 
respecting  certificates  of  origin  for  foreign  goods  imported  into 
Russia. 

Certificates  issued  by  the  Russian  Diplomatic  or  Consular  Repre¬ 
sentatives  in  foreign  countries,  by  Chambers  of  CJommerce,  by 
Municipal  or  Police  Authorities,  or  by  the  Authorities  of  the  Custom 
house  from  which  goods  are  cleared  for  export,  will  be  accepted. 
Accounts,  invoices,  or  letters  of  manufacturers,  wholesale  merchants 
and  commission  agents  will  also  be  accepted  as  proof  of  the  origin  Cf 
g;ood8. 

Certificates  of  origin  and  other  documents  must  be  issued  by,  or 
emanate  from,  institutions  or  authorities  or  manufacturers,  &c.  in  the 
original  country  of  origin  of  the  goods,  and  their  signatures  and 
correctness  must  lie  certified  by  a  Russian  Diplomatic  or  Consular 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  letters,  invoices,  Aw'.  the  actual  possession  of  the 
business  concerned  by  the  firm  signing  such  letters  or  issuing  such 
invoices  must  also  be  certified  by  a  Russian  Diplomatic  or  Consular 
Officer. 

The  certificates  or  other  documents  presented  as  proof  of  the  origin 
of  goods  must  contain  particulars  of  the  number  of  packages,  the 
marks  and  numeials  thereon,  the  gross  and  net  weiglit  of  the  goods, 
and  their  trade  name.  Goods  sent  to  Russia  direct,  i.e.,  goods  sertt 
dire<  t  from  a  port  in  the  country  of  origin  to  a  Russian  port  without 
transhipment  en  route,  and  also  goods  sent  to  Russia  by  steamer  or 
rail,  or  both,  on  through  bill  of  lading  from  the  country  of  origin,  by 
way  of  a  country  which  is  entitled  to  most-favoured-nation  treatment 
in  Russia,  need  be  accompanied  by  only  one  of  the  above  documents 
as  evidence  of  origin. 

Pi-oof  of  origin  will  not  lie  required  in  respect  of  the  undermen¬ 
tioned  goods,  provided  that  such  goods  are  imported  into  Russia 
direct  from  the  country  of  origin: — asphalt;  camphor,  crude;  cedar 
wood;  cocoa;  coflee;  copra;  cotton,  raw;  iodine;  jute,  raw’; 
medicinal  mineral  waters  from  allied  and  neutral  countries  ;  mimosa 
bark ;  naphtha  (liquid  products  distilled  from) ;  phosphates,  un¬ 
ground  ;  quebracho  wood  ;  rice,  unhushed  ;  rubber  and  gutta-percha, 
crude,  also  rubber;  saltpetre,  Chilean;  certain  spices;  sulphur, 
unrefined ;  and  tea. 

Proof  of  origin  must  be  afforded  not  later  than  six  months  after 
the  arrival  of  goods  in  Russia.  Failing  the  production  of  such 
proof,  goods  will  be  liable  to  the  rates  of  duty  established  for  goods 
of  enemy  origin.  (C.  13,258.)

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  539  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  25th  February  last 
regarding  the  restriction  of  the  exportation  of 
whale  oil  from  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand, 
the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received,  through 
the  Colonial  Office,  copy  of  an  Order-in-Council, 
dated  22nd  February,  1915,  prohibiting  the  ex¬ 
portation  of  whale  oil  from  the  Dominion,  except  to  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia.  (C.  13.492.). 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  also  received,  through  the  Colonial  Office, 
copy  of  a  further  Order-in-Council,  dated  23rd 
February,  1915,  prohibiting  the  exportation  of

It  is,  however,  pointed  out  that  where  restriction  as  to  destination 
in  His  Majesty’s  Proclamation  is  not  followed,  export  from  the  Union 
is  only  permitted  under  licence. 

It  is  also  stated  that  a  further  Proclamation  (No.  28),  dated  1st 
April,  1015,  has  been  issued,  notifying  that,  so  far  as  it  has  not 
already  been  done,  the  exportation  of  all  articles  declared  to  be 
absolute  contraband  by  His  Majesty’s  Proclamation  of  the  11th 
March  lastt  is,  with  the  exception  of  raw  wool,  w'ool  tops,  and  noils 
and  woollen  and  worsted  yarns,  prohibited  to  all  foreign  destinations. 
Tanning  substances  of  all  kinds  (including  extracts  for  use  in  tanning) 
are  similarly  prohibited,  whilst  the  existing  prohibitions  regarding 
foodstuffs,  feeding-stuffs  and  raw  materials  thereof  are  extended  to  all 
animal  and  vegetable  oils,  &c.  (C.  13,621.)

The  Board  of  Trade  have  also  received  copy  of  an  Ordinance  (No.  6  of 
1914),  dated  20th  March  last,  relating  to  copyright 
in  St.  Lucia. 

The  Ordinance  provides  that  copies  made  out 
of  the  Colony  of  any  work  in  which  copyright 
subsists  which  if  made  in  the  Colony  would  in¬ 
fringe  copyright,  and  as  to  which  the  owner  of  the  copyright  gives 
notice  in  writing  by  himself  or  his  agent  to  the  Treasurer  that  he  is 
desirous  that  such  copies  should  not  be  imported  into  the  Colony, 
shall  not  be  so  imported,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance,  be  deemed  to  be  goods  the  importation  of  which  is 
absolutely  prohibited  under  the  Customs  Ordinance,  1888,  and,  if 
imported,  shall  be  forfeited  and  may  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  dis¬ 
posed  of  as  the  Treasurer  may  direct. 

Biifore  detaining  any  such  copies  or  taking  any  further  proceedings 
with  a  view  to  the  forfeiture  thereof,  the  Treasurer  may  require  the 
regulations  under  the  Ordinance,  whether  as  to  information,  conditions 
or  other  matters,  to  be  complied  with,  and  may  satisfy  himself  in 
accordance  wdth  those  regulations  that  the  copies  are  such  as  are 
prohibited  by  this  Ordinance  to  be  imported. 

The  Governor  in  Council  is  empowered  to  make  regulations,  either 
general  or  special,  and  such  regulations  may  provide,  inter  alia,  for 
reimbursements  to  the  Government  of  all  expenses  and  damages 
incurred  in  respect  of  any  detention  made  on  the  information  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  of  any  proceedings  consequent  on  such  detention. 

Penalties  are  also  prescribed  for  dealing  with  infringing  copies  of 
copyright  works.  (C.  12.75.S.)

BAHAMAS. 

The  Bahamas  “  OflScial  Gazette”  for  the  20th  March,  1915,  contains 
a  Proclamation,  dated  18th  March  last,  which 
revokes  previous  Proclamations  and  Orders-in- 
Council*  and,  at  the  same  time,  prohibits  the 
exportation  of  various  articles  to  certain 
Countries  from  Bahamas. 

The  articles  included  in  the  present  Proclamation  are  practically 
the  same  as  specified  in  the  notice  for  Newfoundland  in  the  current 
issue  of  this  “  Journal.” 

In  the  Bahamas  Proclamation,  however,  the  articles  included  under 
llea*ling  (A)  of  the  Newfoundland  Proclamation  are  only  prohibited 
to  be  exported  to  all  destinations,  except  the  United  Kingdom, 
British  Possessions  and  Protectorates,  and  not  to  all  destinations  as 
in  the  Newfoundland  Notice. 

Further,  whilst  certain  forage  and  foodstuffs  for  animals  are 
prohibited  from  being  exported  to  foreign  destinations,  as  in  the 
Newfoundland  notice,  provision  is  also  made  in  the  present  Procla¬ 
mation  for  the  prohibition  of  the  exportation  of  the  following  articles 
to  all  foreign  ports  in  Europe  and  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Black 
Seas,  other  than  those  of  France,  Russia  (except  Baltic  ports), 
Belgium,  Spain  and  Portugal : —

Trinidad  Hoyal  Gazette”  tor  the  11th  March  last  contains  a 
Proclamation,  dated*  10th  March,  1915,  which 
revokes  certain  Proclamations*,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  lays  down  amended  and  consolidated  regula¬ 
tions  regarding  the  prohibition  of  the  exporta¬ 
tion  of  various  articles  to  certain  countries  from 
Trinidad  and  Tobago. 

It  is  provided  in  the  J^roclamation  that  the  Governor  may,  b}’ 
permit  in  writing,  under  his  hand,  allow  of  the  exportation  of  any 
article,  in  such  quantities,  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  to  him  seem  proper,  even  though  to  a  port  to  which  such 
exportation  is  prohibited. 

The  exportation  of  sugar,  and  of  gold  and  silver  in  coin,  or  bullion 
to  any  destination,  whether  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere, 
shall  only  be  permitted  with  the  licence  of  the  Governor  first  had  and 
obtained.

— Butter  may  be  exported  freely  to  Spain,  as  well  as  to  the 
Allied  countries  and  to  the  United  States. 

Carhnyts  for  electricity. — The  prohibition  of  export  applies  only  to 
electrodes,  and  not  to  other  carbons  prepared  for  electrical  use. 

Chocolate. — Chocolate  bonbons  and  biscuits  coated  with  chocolate 
may  be  exported  without  special  permission. 

Copfier. — Cementation  copj>er  (a  black  powder)  falls  within  the 
scop^  of  the  prohibition. 

Farinaceous  foodstuffs  (farineux  aliinentaires). — Dari  and  canary- 
grass,  and  also  early  potatoes  (jiommes  de  terre  j»rimeurs)  in  small  boxes, 
panniers  or  barrels,  are  exempted  from  the  scope  of  the  prohibition,  in 
addition  to  those  articles  specially  exempted  by  the  Decree  of 
De<'ember  2l8t,  1914  (r/?.,  millet,  chestnuts  and  flours  thereof,  gluten 
bread,  and  seed  potatoes  in  small  lx)xes). 

Woollen  hosiery. — The  prohibition  applies  only  to  articles  for  men’s 
use.  Other  articles  may  be  exported  without  speciwl  permission. 

Field  ylasses,  other  than  fancy — This  heading  applies  to  field  glasses 
other  than  those  with  mountings  of  gold,  silver,  ivory,  mother-of- 
j>ea»l  or  tortoiseshell.

under  the  name  of  “commercial  tax  ”  {impnesto  comercial),  establishes 
a  revised  Customs  Tariff  for  the  Republic.  H.M.  Minister  at  Panama 
stages  that  the  Law  does  not  become  operative  until  the  24Lh  Mav, 
1916. 

Goods  are  classified  b}’  the  Law  in  four  classes,  viz. : — 

Class  1 — Articles  free  of  duty. 

Class  II. — Articles  dutiable  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  or  20  per 
cent 

Class  III. — Articles  subject  to  special  rates  of  duty. 

Class  IV^. — Articles  the  iin{)ortation  of  which  is  jirohibited. 

Ctass  /. — The  following  are  the  more  important  descriptions  of 
goods  which  are  to  be  free  of  duty  : — 

Coni ;  podipn'e  animals  imjHirtod  for  breeilinx  puriioscs ;  ploughs,  rakes, 
hoes,  and  other  m<K{otn  implements  and  machinerr  for  direct  and  exclusive  use 
in  agriculture  ;  machinery  for  the  treatment  of  sugar-cane,  atflfee,  cocoa,  rice, 
rubber  and  tobacco;  machinery  for  preserving  fruits  <h‘stincd  for  exportation, 
for  preserving  meat  and  h.tms,  and.  in  general,  all  kinds  of  refrigeratois  for 
industrial  use  ;  machinery  for  saw-mills,  and  brick  and  pottery  manufactories, 
for  boring  for,  and  extracting  mineral  oils,  for  digging  artesian  wells,  and  for 
opening  and  maintaining  nav  gation  and  irrigation  canals ;  ma  -hincry  and 
primary  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  cloths,  soap,  candles,  matches  and 
elei'tric  light ;  mwchinery  for  the  manufacure  of  l>oots  and  shoes,  and  machinery 
for  the  extraction  of  dyes  and  resins;  locomotives,  machines,  rails  and  rolling 
stocs  and  accessories  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  railways,  also 
stone  crushers  and  rolleis  for  the  con^truction  and  maintenance  of  roads  ;  ships, 
set  up  or  in  sections,  for  navigation  in  the  waters  of  the  Republic  under  the 
National  flag  ;  guano,  and  all  kinds  of  natural  and  artifleial  manures  for  use  in 
agriculture;  asphalt  or  bitumen  of  Judea;  sulphate,  bisulpliate  and  bisulphide 
of  carbon  ;  special  insecticides  and  machinery  for  the dest ruction  of  insect  pests; 
apparatus  of  iron,  steel,  or  other  metals  for  lightning  conductors ;  gasometers  and 
electrical  meters,  lamps  and  other  apparatus  for  public  lighting;  apparatus  for 
printing,  bookbinding,  lithography,  photo  engraving,  and  also  printing  ink  and 
paper  for  newspapers  and  for  printing  books ;  piping  and  other  materials  for 
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aqueducts  and  for  public  sewers  ;  books,  periodicals  and  printed  matter  imported 
by  mail  ;  samples,  a<lvertisements,  almanacs  and  other  printed  matter  of  no 
commercial  value. 

CltJss  II. — ThiH  Cla.ss  comprises  all  articles  not  provided  for  in 
Classes  1.  and  III.  'Hie  Caw  subjects  articles  included  in  Group  A 
of  this  Class  to  a  duty  of  1 0  per  cent,  rw/ rrT7o?*eJ» .  These  articles 
are — 

Rice,  Hour,  beans,  lucerne,  bran,  dried  vegidablcs  of  all  kinds,  potatoes, 
^  onions,  and  all  kinds  of  vegetables,  olive  oil,  unskimmeil  condensed  milk  ; 
jictroleum  of  lo0“,  gasoline,  cement,  barbed  wire  for  fencing,  hatchets,  machetes, 
and  other  to<ds  for  workmen,  books  and  printed  matter  imiKirteil  otherwise  than 
through  the  post,  jute  and  hcnni'quin  cloth  for  sacks  and  bags.  Articles  or 
effects  of  any  kind  which  enter  into  the  manufacture  of  other  articles  the  primary 
materials  for  which  are  duty-free  will  also  pay  10  per  cent,  nd  rnlorem,  provided 
that  they  aie  not  incluiled  in  the  special  Tariff  (Class  Ill.) 

All  other  goods  falling  within  Class  11.  belong  to  Group  B  of  this 
Class,  and  are  subjected  to  a  duty  of  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  'rhis 
increase  of  duty  to  20  per  cent,  in  respect  of  Group  B  is  not,  how¬ 
ever,  to  become  effective  until  the  necessary  agreement  is  concluded 
with  the  United  States  of  America,  in  accordance  with  the  “  Taft 
Convention.” 

The  ad  valorem  duties,  to  which  goods  coming  under  Class  II.  are 
subjected,  are  to  be  assessed  on  the  value  of  the  goods  as  shown  by 
the  Consular  invoices  vise  by  the  official  appraisers,  or  on  the  value 
fixed  by  these  officials  when  they  consider  that  the  invoice  value  does 
not  represent  the  real  value  of  the  goods  at  the  time  and  place 
of  shipment. 

Class  III. — The  articles  included  in  Class  III.,  and  subjected  to 
special  rates  of  duty,  for  the  most  part  specific,  are — 

Spirits  ;  e8s»mceh  for  the  manufacture  of  licjueurH  ;  bitters  ;  wines  ;  cider  ; 
beer  ;  aeratel  waters,  elixirs,  atul  patented  medicinal  wines  ;  ginger  ale  and  the 
like ;  cocktails,  Ac. ;  cordials ;  essences  for  the  manufacture  of  perfumes ; 
cattle,  live  and  slaughtercHl :  soaps ;  stearinc  camllos ;  coffee  ;  common  salt  ; 
sugar;  honey,  canc  juice  :  tobacco:  matches;  bay  rum. 

Particulars  of  the  rates  of  duty  fixed  in  respect  of  the  above- 
mentioned  articles  w’ill  be  furnished,  in  response  to  written  applica¬ 
tions  from  British  traders,  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  E.C. 

Class  JV. — The  importation  of  the  following  articles  is  pro¬ 
hibited — 

Opium,  except  for  mwliciiial  purposes  ;  military  arms  ;  counterfeit  money, 
and  apparatus  for  coining  (unless  by  special  permission)  ;  sparkling  wines  with 
the  label  or  name  of  champagne. 

'I'he  following  further  provisions  of  the  Law  may  be  noted : — 

Kx  Article  3. — All  merchandise  imported  into  the  Republic  from 
another  country  must  be  accompanied  by  the  following  documents 
duly  legalised  by  a  Panamanian  Consul : — the  manifest  drawn  up  by 
the  captain  of  the  vessel,  the  supercargo  or  the  agent  of  the  company 
to  which  the  vessel  belongs;  the  bills  of  lading  and  detailed  invoices 
of  the  merchandise. 

Article  12  — An  importer  of  goods  who  has  paid  to  the  Treasury  the 
tax  treated  of  in  this  Law,  will  have  a  right  to  the  return  of  a 
projxirtional  part  thereof  if  he  proves  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Secretary  of  Finance  by  means  of  a  certificate  from  the  respective 
Chief  of  Customs  and  other  necessary  documents,  that  for  any  reason 
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these  articles  have  decreased  in  quantity,  either  by  robbery,  breakage, 
decomposition  or  for  any  other  reason  are  not  complete. 

Article  13. — When  merchandise,  liquors  or  Jirticles  of  any  kind 
are  i’e-ex|x>rted  within  six  months  after  their  importation  into  the 
Republic,  or  are  gold  to  vessels  passing  through  the  Canal  at  any 
time,  95  per  cent,  of  the  duty  paid  at  the  time  of  importation  will  be 
returned  to  the  merchant.  (Detailed  regulations  on  this  subject  are 
laid  down  by  the  Law.) 

Article  l  l.* — Import  duties  will  not  be  returned  when  re-exporta¬ 
tion  is  effected  later  than  six  months  after  importation,  uor  in  cases 
where  the  value  of  the  go(jd8  re-exported  is  less  than  50  balboas. 

Article  22. — Merchandise  arriving  at  tlie  Isthmus  on  a  through 
bill  of  lading  en  roide  to  foreign  countries  is  not  subject  to  the 
payment  of  import  duty.  With  this  exception,  only  those  goods 
shall  be  considered  as  in  transit  which  come  to  persons  or 
business  firms  established  in  ports  of  the  Republic,  to  be  sent  to 
another  country  immediateh*  after  arrival,  and  which  are  proved  to 
have  arrived  under  those  conditions. 

Article  23. — In  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  previous  Article,  the 
consignee  of  the  goods  shall  give  immediate  notice  of  their  arrival, 
shall  request,  at  the  same  time,  permission  to  effect  reshipment, 
and  shall  present  the  Consular  documents  to  prove  that  the  goods 
have  arrived  in  transit.  Permission  having  been  granted,  the 
consignee  shall  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Republic,  as  a  bond, 
the  amount  of  import  duty  payable  on  the  goods,  which  sura  shall  be 
refunded  upon  presentation  of  the  landing  certificate  showing  that 
the  goods  have  reached  their  final  destination.

REGULATIONS.

b^C^mi^rdal  commercial  travellers  in  importing  samples 

Trav  11  r  Finland  applies  only  in  those  cases  where  the 

travellers  bring  the  samples  in  question  with  them, 
and  not  in  those  cases  when  samples  are  sent  at  another  time,  or 
by  post. 

'I'he  following  extract  from  the  Commercial  Travellers’  Memorandum 
(issued  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade) 
gives  information  as  to  how  duty-free  importation  of  samples  into 
Finland  may  be  obtained  : — 

Samples  for  which  a  commercial  traveller  desires  to  secure  exemp¬ 
tion  from  Customs  duty  in  Finland  should  be  provided  with  lead 
seals  by  the  Customs  Authorities,  when  this  is  possible  without  loss 
of  value  to  the  goods ;  further,  the  Custom  House  must  draw  up  a 
complete  detailed  list  of  the  samples,  w’hich  is  handed  over  to  the 
traveller  to  be  given  to  the  Custom  House  through  which  he  re¬ 
exports  the  articles.  The  quantity  of  samples  which  may  be  imported 
free  of  duty  by  commercial  travellers  entering  Finland  is  limited  to 
such  quantity  as  the  Customs  Office  at  the  place  of  importation  con¬ 
siders  necessary  for  commercial  purposes.  Any  samples  in  excess  of 
this  quantity  are  dutiable  at  the  rates  fixed  for  such  articles  in  the 
Finnish  Customs  Tariff. 

If  the  commercial  traveller,  in  order  to  ensure  re-exportation  of  the 
articles,  wishes  to  deposit  a  guarantee  in  lieu  of  paying  the  duty,  the 
guarantee  must  be  secured  by  the  pledge  of  two  or  more  citizens  of 
Finland  to  pay  the  rates  leviable  in  respect  of  such  samples  as  are  not 
re-exported  within  the  prescribed  period  (see  below).  The  validity  of 
the  guarantee,  if  not  recognised  by  the  Customs,  must  be  certified  by 
a  notary  public,  a  judge  or  other  official  of  the  Crown. 
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The  period  of  temporary  duty-free  importation  must  not  exceed 
•ix  months  from  the  day  of  entrj’. 

If  the  traveller  desires  he  may,  instead  of  furnishing  a  guarantee 
for  the  payment  of  duty  as  described  above,  deposit  the  amount  pay¬ 
able  with  the  Customs  Authorities.  On  re-exportation  of  the  whole, 
or  a  part,  of  the  articles  imported,  he  must  return  to  the  Custom 
House  which  issued  it  the  list  of  his  samples,  and  send  back  to  the 
Customs  warehouse  of  the  district  the  merchandise  for  re-exportation. 
After  their  identity  has  been  established  the  Customs  Authorities 
return  the  duties  paid  for  the  goods  to  be  re-exported,  for  which  a 
receipt  must  be  furnished  by  the  exporter.  (C.  9,698.)

The  works  which  have  so  far  been  undertaken  in  connection  w’itli 
the  projected  harbour  improvement  at  Casablanca 
(see  p.  734  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  "  of 
19th  March,  1914,  and  p.  357  of  the  issue  of 
5th  February,  1914)  have  not  yet  advanced 


Port 

Improvements  at 
Casablanca. 
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sufficiently  to  afford  protection  to  steamers,  and  in  the  meantime 
communication  with  the  shore  has  been  rendered  more  difficult  than 
formerly.  Serious  delay  is  consequently  sometimes  experienced  in 
winter,  when  stormy  weather  is  not  unusual.  Casablanca  will 
eventually  be  furnished  with  a  fine  harbour,  but  it  will  take  some 
years  to  construct,  and  for  the  present  it  is  one  of  the  ports  where 
vessels  are  the  longest  delayed,  whereas  before  the  harbour  works 
were  commenced  and  quays  built  it  was  one  of  those  at  which  ships 
could  work  most  expeditiously.  A  solid  jetty  has  been  built  which 
affords  protection  to  lighters,  and  much  additional  quay  space  has  been 
provided,  so  that  in  fine  weather  the  discharging  and  loading  of 
steamers  can  be  effected  expeditiously.  A  new  quay,  which  has  been 
constructed  at  Sidi  Beliout,  is  of  great  service,  especially  for  loading 
grain.  liurge  new  stores  have  also  been  erected. 


UNITED  STATES  OP  AMERICA  (PANAMA  CANAL  ZONE). 

H.M.  Minister  at  Panama  reports  that  the  Panama  Canal  Admin- 
Q  1  f  liSi  1  istration  supplies  fuel  oil  to  vessels  at  a  charge  of 
the  ^  ^  dols.  (about  Ss.  2d.)  for  each  barrel  of  ^42 

_  _  ,  gallons  delivered  to  vessels  alongside  the  crib. 

Ihere  is  no  wharfage  charge  at  the  crib,  just 
as  there  is  no  dock  charge  against  a  vessel  embarking  coal  or  other 
supplies  furnished  by  the  Panama  Canal  Administration. 

Steam  or  motor  vessels  delivering  oil  at  the  crib  will  pay  regular 
wharfage  charges  of  15  cents  (7jd.)  per  foot  of  length,  measured 
over  all,  for  each  day  or  fraction  of  a  day  ;* sailing  vessels  will  pay  5, 
10  or  15  cents  per  foot  of  length  for  vessels  up  to  100  feet,  200  feet 
and  over  200  feet  respectively. 

The  charge  for  pumping  oil  from  the  crib  to  tanks,  or  from  tanks 
to  crib,  is  4  cents  (2d.)  per  barrel  of  42  gallons  ;  but  there  is  no  charge 
for  the  pumping  of  oil  sold  to  vessels  by  the  Panama  Canal  Admin¬ 
istration  beyond  the  P25  dols.  per  barrel  for  the  oil. 

These  rates  and  conditions  apply  to  fuel  oil  sold  or  dealt  with  at 
the  ports  of  Balboa  and  Cristobal.  (C.  12,256.)

The  Convention  is  for  a  periotl  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the 
exchange  of  ratifications  (12th  August,  1914),  and  will  be  renewed

for  further  periods  of  five  years  unless  one  of  the  parties  gives  notice 
of  intention  to  annul  the  agreement.

Further  Progress 
of  the  Siamese 
Southern  Railway. 


SIAM. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  703  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  11th  March  relative  to  the  progress 
of  the  Southern  Siamese  Kailway,  II. M,  Consul  at 
Senggora  (Mr.  W.  N.  Dunn)  reports  the  progress 
of  the  work  done  to  date  on  the  lines  soutli  of 
Utapao,  towards  both  Patani  and  Kedah.  On  the  Patani  line  earth¬ 
work  is  in  progress  south  of  'I'hopa  towards  Yala  and,  it  is  understood, 
will  shortly  be  commenced  on  the  Yala-Tolupin  River  section.  From 
Utapao  as  far  asThopa  (112  kiloms.)  earthwork  is  complete,  and  rails 
and  a  first  layer  of  ballast  have  been  laid  on  the  portion  between 
Utapao  and  Ghana  (35  kiloms.),  full  ballasting  having  been  com¬ 
pleted  for  10  kiloms. 

On  the  Kedah  line  the  survey  which  was  begun  in  May,  1914,  has 
been  completed,  and  earthw’ork  has  been  started  on  30  kiloms.  of  a 
total  length  of  line  of  al)out  48  kiloms.  Of  the  first  15  kiloms. 
from  Utapao  the  earthwork  is  finished.  (C.  13.097.) 


H.M.  Consul  also  rejxtrts,  in  an  account  of  a  journey  he  made 
during  January  last'  fropi  Senggora  to  Bandon,  that  the  section 
from  Tungsawng  to  Chawaiig,  a  distance  of  35  kiloms.,  was  almost 
completed,  having  been  ballasted  the  whole  way ;  the  concrete  founda¬ 
tions  of  four  large  steel  bridges  were  also  almost  finished.  Between 
the  Chawang  river  and  railhead  on  the  Bandon  division  there  were 
only  3  kiloms.  of  unlaid  track  at  the  time  of  H.M.  Consul’s  visit,  and 
he  has  since  heard  that  the  rails  have  reached  Chaw'ang.  On  the 
section  Chawang  to  Na  San,  a  distance  of  50  kiloms.,  nearly  all  the 
ballasting  and  the  erection  of  }>ermanent  bridges  has  still  to  be 
done.

Ontario^in°i9T4  According  to  the  official  report  for  1914  of  the 
supervisor  of  crude  petroleum  bounty  claims,  the 
oil  market  throughout  Ontario  did  not  show  much  activity  during 
the  year,  and  no  new  fields  were  opened  up.  This  is  accounted  for 
particularly  by  the  large  storage  of  oil  in  the  United  States,  which 
has  resulted  in  the  lowering  of  the  price  of  crude  oil  in  Canada  and 
a  consequent  tendency  to  discourage  the  prospecting  of  new  fields. 
With  a  rise  in  the  price  of  crude  oil  new  life  will  be  resumed  in  the 
oil  districts  and  good  results  may  be  expected. 

The  gas  field  at  Oil  Springs,  however,  has  been  a  boon  to  the 
northern  part  of  Enniskillen.  The  pressure  in  some  of  the  wells  has 
been  enormous  and  has  exceeded  all  expectations.  The  gas  is  of 
excellent  quality,  free  from  odour,  and  the  whole  population  of  the 
county  of  Lambton  is  being  supplied  wdth  it  for  fuel  and  light.

Increasing  use  of 
Cotton  Goods 
owing  to  Fashion 
Changes. 


H  M.  Consul-General  in  Chicago  (Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  reports  that, 
according  to  “  Dun’s  Review  ”  of  27th  February, 
a  larger  use  is  being  made  of  many  staple  cotton 
goods  as  a  consequence  of  a  change  in  fashion. 
The  extremely  narrow  skirts  worn  by  w'omen  are 
being  .abandoned  and  are  giving  waj’  to  skirts 
containing  nearly  twice  as  much  material  as  the  skirts  worn  in  recent 
years.  Underskirts  are  again  being  worn.  Wholesale  dry  goods  firms 
report  a  very  substantial  increase  in  the  demand  for  lining  fabrics, 
such  as  are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  petticoats,  bleached  muslins, 
nainsooks,  longcloths,  and  even  fine  lawns,  for  lingerie.  The  use  of 
dress  materials  is  certainl}'  increasing  per  individual  buyer  and  this 
has  led  to  more  active  sales  than  usual  of  white  goods  and  washing 
fabrics  suitable  for  the  full  summer  dresses  that  have  become 
fashionable.

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Labour  Gazette  ” 
for  April,*  employment  in  March  showed  a 
general  improvement,  and  theie  was  a  shortage  of 
male  lalwur  in  many  industries,  especially  in 
engineering  and  shipbuilding,  coal  mining  and  agriculture,  and  of 
female  labour  in  some  branches  of  the  clothing  trade. 

The  trades  affected  by  war  contracts  continued  to  be  very  busy. 
1’here  was  a  further  improvement  in  the  iron  and  steel,  cotton,  linen, 
jute,  lace,  silk,  bleac  hing  and  dyeing,  food  preparation  and  pottery 
trades.  There  was  also  some  improvement  in  the  furnishing  and 
woodworking  trades,  and  a  seasonal  advance  in  the  building  and 
brickmaking  industries.  The  coal  mining,  pig  iron,  tinplate,  and 
glass  tmdes  showed  little  change. 

The  upward  movement  in  wages  became  very  pronounced  during 
March. 

Compared  with  a  year  ago  there  w’as  a  great  improvement  in  all 
trades  affected  by  war  contracts,  esjiecially  the  engineering,  ship¬ 
building,  woollen,  hosiery,  boot,  and  men’s  clothing  trades.  Employ¬ 
ment  also  improved  in  the  iron  and  steel,  building,  and  woodworking 
trades.  On  the  other  hand,  the  tinplate,  cotton,  linen,  lace,  silk, 
bleaching  and  dyeing,  pottery,  brick  and  glass  trades  were  considerably 
below  I  he  level  of  March,  1914.  The  number  of  days  worked  by  the 
collieries  w^as  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  but  the  number  ot  men 
employed  was  greatly  reduced  by’  enlistments. 

The  Board  of  Trade  announce,  under  date  18th  April,  that  in  the 
trades  compulsorily  insured  against  unemploy’- 
ment,  viz. : — building,  works  of  construction, 
engineering,  shipbuilding,  vehicle  making,  &c., 
the  percentage  of  unemployment  at  9th  April 
was  1*40  as  compared  with  1‘66  a  month  ago,  and  3'51  a  year  ago. 
These  figures  relate  to  the  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  include 
all  unemployed  workmen  in  the  insured  trades.  It  w’ill  Iw  seen  that 
the  rate  of  unemployment  in  these  trades  is  less  than  half  the  rate  of 
a  year  ago. 

As  regards  the  uninsured  trades,  the  number  of  men  and  women 
on  the  registers  of  the  Labour  Exchanges  at  9th  April  shows  an 
increase  on  the  figure  a  month  ago,  being  50,038  as  compared  with 
45,330.  For  men  alone  the  corresponding  figuies  were  15,371  and 
15,839  and  for  women  34,667  and  29,491.

There  are 
many  farmers  in  Southland  who  know  the  value  of  fish  manure,  and 
the  local  freezing  works  at  Ocean  Beach  which  now  treat  meat  oflFal 
could  also  deal  with  fish. 

The  fishing  is  of  tw  o  kinds.  In  the  first  place  there  are  the  deep 
sea  oyster  beds  round  Stewart  Island,  from  which  supplies  are  drawn 
for  New’  Zealand  and  for  shipment  to  Tasmania  and  Melbourne;  in 
the  second  place  there  is  ordinary  deep  sea  trawling  and  netting. 
With  regard  to  the  latter,  it  is  remarked  that  there  are  a  few  boats 
fitted  w'ith  refrigerators  which  are  thus  enabled  to  stay  at  sea  for 
several  weeks.  The  fleet  numbers  at  least  100  craft,  ranging  from 
fairly  large  steam  trawlers  down  to  large  launches  and  sailing  boats. 
The  launches  and  sailing  boats  are  all  fitted  with  auxiliary  oil  engineft.

H.M.  Consul-General  in  New  York  (Sir  C.  W.  Bennett,  C.I.E.)  has 
f  forwarded  an  extract  from  the  local  press,  dated 
,  March,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  10,000  tons 

0  8  rom  e  p.  American  potash  manufactuied  from  kelp  were 
recently  sold  in  New  York  at  a  price  comparing  favourably  with  that 
commanded  by  the  German  product  in  nor-mal  times.  The  source 
of  this  potash  is  what  is  known  as  “giant-bladder”  kelp  (see 
p.  138  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  11th  January),  which, 
when  dried,  contains  over  20  per  cent,  of  potash,  as  well  as  other 
substances  valuable  to  fertiliser  consumers. 

The  kelp  is  gathered  by  a  submarine  harvester,  with  a  cutting 
device  mounted  l>etween  two  pontoons.  This  harvester  cuts  through 
the  kelp  groves  a  swathe  about  16  teet  wide  and  from  2  to  10  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  water;  by  cutting  5  f^*et  below  the  surface  it 
is  found  that  85  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight  of  kelp  is  harvested. 
The  kelp,  when  cut,  is  automatically  gathered  from  the  water  and 
chopped  into  6  inch  lengths.  The  harvester  with  scows  attached  has 
a  capacity  of  60  tons  per  hour,  from  which  5  tons  of  dried  kelp  are 
obtained.  (C.  12,736.)

d*^  t  calfskin  industry  of  the  United  States,  due  to 

the  diminished  imports  caused  by  the  European 
war.  It  is  stated  that  in  this  branch  of  the  tanning  industry  conditions 
have  been  steadily  growing  worse  for  several  years,  but  recently  the 
market  seems  to  have  reached  a  rather  acute  stage  of  depression. 
None  of  the  calf  leather  tanneries  are  running  at  over  50  per  cent,  of 
capacity. 

8uch  calf  leather  as  is  selling  is  chiefly  in  medium  and  heavy 
weights  for  men’s  shoes.  In  consequence,  prices  on  medium  and 
heavy  calf  leather  are  not  so  weak  as  on  light  stock,  and  this  extends 
to  raw  skins  as  well.  For  example.  New  \'ork  City  raw  calfskins 
were  quoted  tw'o  years  ago  at  1‘75  dols.  for  light,  2'15  dels,  for 
medium,  and  2'50  dols.  for  heavy  weights  per  skin,  whereas  the 
present  market  prices  are  1‘65  dols.,  2  35  dols.,  and  2'75  dols. 
respectively. 

During  the  first  six  months  ot  1014  the  total  importations  of  raw 
calfskins  were  5,542,832  skins,  while  during  the  last  half  of  the  year 
they  were  only  2,909,097  skins.  Even  if  the  war  had  not  interrupted 
importations,  however,  there  would  have  been  quite  a  reduction  due 
to  local  trade  conditions.  The  marked  falling  off  in  imports  of  raw 
calf  of  late  years  is  shown  by  the  following  otficial  figures  which  give 
*20,988,398  skins  for  the  calendar  year  1912,  13,560,729  for  1913  and 
8,451,929  for  1914.  /C.  12.6I6.)

This  publication,  which  contains  much 
more  detailed  and  exhaustive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the 
Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first  volume  abstract  tables  for  the 
years  1909-1913,  and  detailed  statements  of  imports  and  exports  of 
each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country ;  and  in  the  second 
volume  details  as  to  Unstoms  revenue,  transhipments  and  articles  in 
l)ond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  each 
foreign  countrv  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  contains  a  classi¬ 
fication  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  T.  and  11.  of  the  “Annual  State¬ 
ment  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  ma}’  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  ’.elate  to  the  countries  of  consiynmenf  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  l)e  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  ns  men¬ 
tioned  alxjve,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.

workman  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  intereeted,  or  the  Board  of  Trade, 
the  Umpire  ahall  take  thoee  repreaentatioua  into  hia  consideration,  and  the 
Umpire  may  at  any  time  before  the  said  date  require  any  persons  to  supply  to 
him  such  information  in  writing  as  he  thinks  necessary  for  the  purp^  of 
enabling  him  to  gire  a  decision. 

All  snch  representations  and  information  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
employer  or  workman  appearing  to  the  Umpire  to  be  interested  or  any  persons 
antnorised  in  that  behalf  by  any  such  employer  or  workman  or  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

4.  Any  persons  claiming  to  be  interested  may  apply  to  the  Umpire  to  be 
heard  by  him  orally  in  reference  to  any  application  under  these  Begulations,  and 
the  Umpire  may,  in  any  case  in  which  he  thinks  it  desirable,  require  the 
attendance  of  any  person  before  him  to  give  oral  information  on  the  subject  of 
any  application.

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereb}’  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decision  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1508.  Workmen  emploj’ed  by  glaziers  or  builders  and  engaged 
in  cutting  glass  for  buildings. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  w'orkmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
